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JAPAN. 

Report from Yokohama — Inspection of vessels — Status of cholera 

epidemic. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Tripler reports, October 21 : 
Week ended October 19. Five vessels, having an aggregate per- 
sonnel of 390 passengers and 482 members of crews, were granted 
bills of health ; 3 were bound for Manila and 1 each for Seattle and 
San Francisco. 

In this district there were 6 new cases of cholera during week, 
thus showing a slight decrease in the epidemic. In Chiba prefecture 
28 new cases, with 6 deaths, during two days, were reported. At 
Tokyo, Yokosuka, and Haneda (situated 15 to 20 miles from Yoko- 
hama), 1 or 2 new cases are reported daily. 

Emigrants recommended for rejection. 

Number of emigrants per steamship Persia recommended, October 
22, for rejection : For Honolulu, 35 ; for San Francisco, 5. Of these 
rejections all were for trachoma. 

Report from Kobe — Inspection of vessels — Emigrants inspected — Im- 
provement in cholera conditions — Summary of cholera from out- 
break to October 5 — Epidemic beriberi in Japan. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Eansom reports, October 14 : 

Week ended October 12. Three supplemental bills of health were 
granted to 3 steamships. There were inspected 3 vessels, 279 members 
of crews, and 430 steerage passengers. There were disinfected 601 
pieces of personal effects belonging to 200 steerage passengers, and the 
passengers themselves were bathed. Manifests were viseed for 37,614 
pieces of freight. 

The following emigrants for the United States were examined; 
those passed were, together with 21 for Canada, held five days under 
observation prior to embarkation, and inspected each day : Steamship 
Asia for Honolulu and San Francisco, 131 passed, 72 recommended 
for rejection ; and the steamship Iyo Maru for Seattle, 48 passed, -61 
recommended for rejection. 

The health conditions at Kobe during the week show a decided 
improvement over the previous week so far as cholera is concerned, 
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there having been but 40 cases and 15 deaths reported from that dis- 
ease, as compared with 74 cases and 21 deaths. The total number of 
cases reported here to date amounts to 397, with 278 deaths and 102 
recoveries. The remainder are still under treatment. The smallest 
number of cases of cholera reported on any one day was 2 on Satur- 
day, October 12. with 1 death. The epidemic seems to be well in hand. 
The official report of the cholera epidemic in Japan from the com- 
mencement of the outbreak to October 5 is as follows : 
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There were a few cases in a number of villages, which brings the 
total number of cases reported up to 2,944. The mortality is said to 
have been 25 per cent. 

Beriberi is epidemic at several places in Japan, with a considerable 
mortality, and dysentery is quite prevalent in the south. 

Report from Nagasaki — Emigrants recommended for rejection. 

Sanitary Inspector Bowie reports: 

October 15. dumber of emigrants per steamship Persia recom- 
mended for rejection, 31. 

Statistics of cholera at Moji and Shimonoseki — Quarantine main- 
tained at Nagasaki against Shanghai. 

The following is received from Consul Scidmore, under date of 
October 9 : 

From September 21 to October 8, 1907, cholera statistics for Moji 
show 21 new cases and 23 deaths, and for Shimonoseki 3 new cases and 
2 deaths. This indicates totals, since the outbreak of the disease, of 
512 cases and 321 deaths at Moji and 82 cases and 55 deaths at 
Shimonoseki. 

No cases have appeared at Nagasaki since my last report, and the 
authorities in this district are of opinion that the disease is rapidly 
decreasing. 

Quarantine is still maintained at this port against vessels coming 
from Shanghai. 

MEXICO. 

Report from Progreso— Inspection and fumigation of vessels— Sani- 
tary conditions good. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Harrison reports, October 30 : 

Period from October 18 to 31. Seven vessels were dispatched, with 

339 members of crews, and 85 passengers from this port. Of these 

vessels 4 were fumigated. 

Sanitary conditions remained satisfactory.
